Factory, beyond the woods through which the highway runs north- 
ward. <A conerete bunker, 38 x 26 feet, was south of the depot. 


2, The depot storage building, 400x80x40-foot brick-structure, 
was illuminated at night by spot lights. <A spur track led to 
this building. Unidentified military goods, chemicals and 
Tats were stored here.
